How indeed could it be 
otherwiſe in thoſe rude Countries, and in 
theſe latter Ti imes, when it cannot with 
any degree of Modeſty be denied, but that 
A prevailing Spirit of Deiſm hath ap- 
peared, even here at Home, ſetting at 
naught all Revelation, treating every. Re- 
ligion as alike Impoſture and Fraud, and 
all the Teachers of them as equally De- 
ceivers of, Mankind. , And with regard to 
the other - Par ticular mentioned in the 
Charter, that Jeſuits might more eafily ſe- 
duce the People to Popiſh Superſtition and 
Idolatry, this is very evident; For, inaſ- 
much as the People, thro the Want of 
Clergy, were abandoned to Atheiſm and 
Infidelity, it is an eafie Step from A- 
theiſm into Popery ; becauſe whoever hath 
no inward Senſe nor Perſuaſion of the 
Truth of any Revelation, is open to take 
upon him the outward Profeſſion of Po- 
pery. at any time, as various Intereſts and 
een m ſway him. 


E HE Society, upon their firſt engaging

Ke" of all in America, was in a much 
better Condition; this had not only the 


Advantage of being planted firſt, but alſo 


of being ſettled by a Corporation or Com- 
pany of Noblemen and Merchants in Lon- 


dan, who acted with a more publick Spirit 


and Purſe, than the few Proprietaries and 
Adventurers in the other Plantations could: 
The firſt Settlers here, were for the moſt 
Part Members of the Church of England, 
and as ſoon as the Colony was eſtabliſhed 
beyond the Fear of common Calamities, 


they began to provide for their Souls as 


Chriſtians, as well as to take Care of their 
temporal Concerns as Merchants; Accor- 
dingly in the Year 1712, the whole Country 
was laid out into 49 Pariſhes or Townſhips, 
and an Act of Aſſembly made, fixing a Sa- 
lary upon the Miniſter of each Pariſh. A 
Church was built of Timber, Brick, or 


Stone in each Pariſh, and many other 


Chapels of Eaſe, all decently adorned for 
the Celebration of Publick Divine Service. 
For ſome Years at firſt, they wanted a great 
many Miniſters for vacant Places; but 
have fince Dr. Bray's being appointed Com- 
miſſary there, had Church Matters put 
in a more orderly Method. A regular 
Clergy, with the Advantages of ſome Pa- 
rochial Libraries, hath been eſtabliſhed, and 

many 
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many Schools have been erected for the 
— of their Children. The So- 
ciety therefore did maintain no Miniſters 
in Virginia, as thinking the People able to 
make a ſufficient Proviſion for their Sup- 
port themſelves, tho' they have on ſome 
Occafions made Grathines. to Clergymen 
there. 


The State of T HE next Colony, Maryland, a ſpacious 
Maryland: Country, and like Virginia, perhaps the beſt 
Watered of any in the World, abounds with 
numerous commodious Harbours. The 
firſt Settlement made here, was in the Vear 
1633. conſiſting of about 200 Enghſh, the 
chief of which were Gentlemen of good 
Families. By the good Conduct of the 
firſt Governors, the Colony grew up and 
flouriſhed ſoon, and Religion now is pretty 
well eſtabliſhed among them. Churches 
are built, and there is an Annual Stipend 
allowed each Miniſter by a perpetual Law ; 
which is more or leſs according to the 
Number of Taxables in each Pariſh, and 
is levyed by the Sheriff among other pub- 
lick Revenues : Yet notwithſtanding theſe 
Advantages, no where elſe to be found 
in the Enghſh America, except Virginia, 
they. wanted | ſeveral more Clergymen for 
their Pariſhes; but ſince the Beginning of the

of Affairs is much mended, and the Churches 
are now crowded with Perſons duly at-

ſhip of Gop; and ſuitable to this prudent 
as well as Religious Procedure, the Co- 


lony throve apace, and hath now far out- 


ſtripped all the others. But when the In. 


dependents found themſelves fixed in Power, 
they began to exact a rigid Conformity 
to their manner of Worſhip. Men of all 
Perſuaſions but their own, were ſtyled op- 
probriouſly Sectaries, and tho' they had de- 
clared at firſt for Moderation, and a general 
Liberty of Conſcience, they notwithſtanding 
baniſhed and drove out of the Country, the 
Quaters, the Antinomian and Familiſtical Par- 
ties.

of St. Aapb) a Member of- this Society, to 

recommend | it to the Society, to ſend 2 
Miſſionary to Monmouth County in Eaſt 
Ferſey, where a conſiderable Body of Peo- 
ple had formed themſelves into a ga- 
thered Church, and had promiſed all the 
Help their narrow Circumſtances could 
afford their Miniſter, The Society were not 
then able to ſupport a Miſſionary there. 
But the Reverend Mr. Alexander Innis, hap- 


pening to be in thoſe Parts, took the Care 


of that People upon him. After a worthy 
Diſcharge of his Function for ſome 
Vears, he died; upon which the Juſtices 
of the Peace, the High-Sheriff, and 
Grand Jury of Monmouth County, did 
repreſent to the Society, in the Year 
1717. © That the Worthy and Reverend 
« Mr. Alexander Innis, by unwearied 
“ Pains and Induſtry, gathered three Con- 
« gregations in this County, tho' much

They 
advance them half a Year's Salary upon 
their ſetting out, and in Caſe of Mortality, 
pay their Executors or Aſſigns half a 
Year's Salary more.

any Miſdemeanor, they allow him a Year's 
Salary after his Diſmiſſion is agreed on 
at the Board.

Week-days, and the Sermons were pro- 
perly adapted to the Hearers, before whom 
they were delivered. He had generally

ple in many Places, were well 


to hear the Word with great Reverence, 
Humility and Zeal: They joined with 
him devoutly in the Liturgy, and all 
publick Prayers, and the Adminiſtration 


of the Sacrament, and earneſtly deſired him 


to preſent their Requeſts to the Society, 
to have Miniſters ſent among them. But 


he was eſpecially ſucceſsful in his Preach- 
ing, and private and publick Conferences, in 


ſeveral Places in Pen/ylvania, the two 
Ferfies, Oyſterbay in Long-Iſland, and at 
New-York, where he laboured moſt, and 


continued the longeſt Time. In the two 


firſt of theſe Places a great Number of 
| ſeparatiſt Quakers or Keithiaus, who had 
ſeparated from the Body of Ruakers in 


the Years 1691 and 1692, bad quite relin- 
quiſhed Quaker Principles, and joined 
themſelves to the Church of Englaud 


Members at Philadelphia; where the Reve- 
rend Mr. Evans, who had been ſent thither 


by the Biſhop of London, had now a very nu- 


merous Congregation. Theſe People, when 


they ſaw Mr. Keith, who had been the 
chief Inſtrument and Occaſion of their 


forſaking the Qxaker Errors, coming again 
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for receiving of the Goſpel, and ſcemed 


among them, and in the Character of a 5 


Miniſter of che Church of England, they 
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| expreſſed great Joy and Satisfaction to 
bear him preach what tended to their 
farther Confirmation in the Chriſtian 
Faith. Mr. Evans, the Miniſter of Phi. 
 ladelphia, acquainted him, he had bap- 
tized above 500 Men, Women, and Chil- 
dren Quakers, in Penſylvania and Weſt 
Jerſey.

He arrived in Carolina ſoon -after, and 


acquainted the Society, that he had entred 


upon his Cure. This Pariſh was very 


large and extenſive, for the whole Nation 


of che Yammoſee Indians was included in it. 


Mr. Guy was very diligent in the Diſcharge 
of all Parts of his Minifterial Offiee; he 
inſtructed and baptized ſeveral grown 
Perſons, beſides the younger Children.

The 
Inhabitants of the Pariſh of St. Helen's in 
Port-Royal Ifland, before mentioned, had 

been all drove from their Settlements, by 

the Yammoſees ; but upon the ſuppreſſing 

of the Indian Ravages, the People re- 

turned to their Plantations. They were 
encouraged to do ſo, the ſooner, becauſe 

Port- Royal Iſland had a very capacious and 

ſiafe Harbour, and was likely to become a 

| Place of great Trade, as being a commo- 
- dious Station for Shipping, and the Coun- 
try around, affording Plenty of all Pro- 

viſions. Here are now computed to be 

above 70 Families. They obtained a con- 
fiderable Sum of Money from the Go- 
vernment there, towards Building a Church,

made of Cedar. There was a preſſing Oc- 
cafion for having a Church here, becauſe 


the Inhabitants of this Pariſh live at a great 


Diſtance from each other, and the neareſt 
of them at leaſt 40 Miles diſtant, from 
any other Pariſh-Church. The People 
when they began to build their Church, 
requeſted the Society to ſend them a Miſ- 
ſionary. The Reverend Mr. Lewis Jones 
was appointed hither in the Tear 1725. 
He hath pehaved himſelf worthily in che 
Diſcharge of all the Duties of his Miſſion, 


and inſtructed ſeveral grown Perſons in the 


Chriſtian Faith, and admitted them to 
Baptiſm. He continues ſtill here.

Aſſiſtance of Sir Nathaniel Johnſon. But 
the Pariſh-Church of St. Thomas was Built 
of Brick, fituate on a Neck of Land, on 
the North-Weſt of Wandoe River, and 
South-Weſt of Cooper River; in Purſuance 
of an Act of Aſſembly made in 1706. 
The Foundation of this Church was: laid 
in 1707, and the Building finiſhed the next 
Year; Mr. Haſell was the firſt Miniſter of 
this Church, elected by Virtue of the above- 
mentioned Act. There are in this Pariſh 
upwards of 600 Acres of Glebe Land, 200 
of which adjoin to the Church; and 420 
to the Chapel of Eaſe. There is as yet 
no Parſonage-Houſe Built in this Pariſh, 
but the Money allowed by the Aſſembly 
for that Uſe, is laid out at Intereſt, till it 
ſhall ariſe to a ſufficient Sum to Build one. 
There were, in the Year 1713, about 120 
Families in this Pariſh, including the Settle- 
ments in Orange Quarter; but now the In- 
habitants are computed to amount to 565 
Whites, 950 Negroes, 60 Indian Slaves, and 
20 Free Negroes, in all near 1600 Souls.

Advantage, recommend him to be a Teacher 
of the Chriſtian Faith; and his Humility 
enabled him to bear with the many Inconve- 
niencies in teaching thoſe poor People. He 


entred upon his Office, in the Year 1704, 


with great Diligence. At firſt he was obliged

| borious ; afterwards he got Leave, that 
they ſhould come to his Houſe; this was 
a conſiderable Relief.

They are 
always unfixed, either rambling for ſe- 
veral Months together, or hunting, or / 
upon Warlike Expeditions; and at their 
Return to the Villages, have generally 
unlearned all their former Inſtructions; 
and it is impoſſible for any Miniſter to 
accompany them in their Ramble of 3 0 
90 Leagues at a Time.

The Language of this People is very diffi- 
cult, their Idea's are very few, and their 
Words therefore not many, but as long as Sen- 
tences, expreſſing by a long rumbling Sound, 
What we do in a ſhort Word. There is here 
no manner of Conveniency of Life for a 
Miſſionary. For four or five Months in the 
Year, there is ſcarce any ſtirring abroad, 
by Reaſon of the extream Coldneſs of the 
Weather, and the deep Snows that fall; 
and in Summer-time, the Flies and Muſ- 
cheto's are almoſt intolerable, and the 
Rattleſnakes very dangerous. The neareſt 
Place of getting any Proviſions, is at Sche- 
nectady, 24 Miles diſtant, or from Albany 
44 Miles off. The Road to theſe Places 
is for the moſt Part only a ſmall, rough 
Indian Path, thro' vaſt Woods, where riding 
ji very dangerous, by Reaſon of the Road 
being in many Places ſtopped with fallen 
Tries, Roots, Stones and Holes, beſides 
many high and ſteep Hills, and deep Swamps 
or Boggs in the Way. There was nothing 
deſirable to be ſeen, the Face of the Earth 
rude and uncultivated, like the wild Inha- 
bitants, no Pleaſure to be got but _ of 
doing enn to che r Natives.

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THzsst were the Circumſtances of the 
Place and People whither Mr. Andrews was 
appointed; and notwithſtanding all theſe 
Inconveniencies, he reſided there, and invited 
the Indians to come to him; many came, he 
uſed to diſcourſe very much with them, in- 
ſtructing them in the chief Articles of Faith, 
and giving them ſhort general Accounts of 
our Religion. This was done by the Help 
of Mr. Clauſen, who always attended and 
interpreted to the Indians. Mr. Clauſen 
had been formerly taken Priſoner by the 
Indians, lived long among them, and un- 
derſtood their Language ſufficiently. Mr. 
| Andrews uſed to make ſhort Accounts of 
the Chriſtian Doctrines, and ſome Hiſtorical 
Parts of the Bible, particularly the Crea- 
tion of the World, and Miracles of our 
Lord: The Interpreter uſed to read them 
to the Indians; and Divine Service uſed 
to be performed in Engliſb to the Soldiers 
in the Garriſon. The Schoolmaſter Mr. 
Oliver opened his School. The Indians 
at firſt ſent many of their Children, he be- 
gun to teach them Engliſh, the Parents 
obſtinately refuſed to have them taught

They procured an Im- 
preſſion of Hornbooks and Primmers in 
Indian for the Children, ſent them great 
Numbers, as alſo Leathern Inkhorns, Pen- 
knives; a Quantity of Paper of ſeveral 
Sorts, and ſeveral other little Neceſſaries. 5 
The Children were now taught in Indian, 
and were treated with great Kindneſs, no 
Correction dared to be uſed, for the Parents 
were ſo fond of their Children, and valued 
Learning ſo little, they thought it not 
worth gaining, at the leaſt diſpleaſing of 
their Children. To engage them farther 
to learn, Mr. Andreus uſed to give the 
Children who came to School, Victuals, 
and ſome ſmall Utenſils for their Parents. 
The Children uſed often to come for the 
Sake of getting Victuals; for the Indians 
are frequently drove to great Extremities,

Divine Service was conſtantly performed on I Peter. 
Sundays and Holidays in Engliſh to the 
Soldiers; and ſuch Indians as underſtood 
any Engliſh, frequently attended in the 
Chapel. The Chapel was very decently 
adorned. Quęen Anne had given a hand- 
ſome Furniture for the Communion- Table. 
The Imperial Arms of England, painted 
on Canvaſs, were fixed up in the Chapel. 
Archbiſhop Teniſon gave 12 large Bibles 
very finely bound for the Uſe of the 
Chapels; with painted Tables, containing 
the Creed, Lord's- Prayer, and Ten Com- 
mandments. Mr. Andrews was very civil 
to all the Indians who came to hear him, 
uſed frequently to entertain them at his 
Houſe, and gave them Proviſions home 
when they wanted very much, and that 
they often did. The Society, ſince they 
could by no Means prevail on the Indi- 
ans to learn Eagliſp, neither young nor 
old, laboured to get ſome good Tranſlations 
made, of Parts of the: Scripture at leaſt, 
into the Indian Language; 3 tho! exceeding 
TIE to convey a due Idea of the 
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5 Chriſtian Dorines; 3 as bels willing by all

upon them. The Society were very much 
Aäaäafſliſted in this, by Mr. Freeman, a very wor- 

thy Calviniſt Miniſter. He had been five 
PFPeears Miniſter at Schene#ady, to a Dutch 
Congregation, and had been employed by 
the Earl of Bellamont in the Year: 1700, to 
convert the Indians. He had a good Know- 

ledge of the Diale& of the Mobocks, which 
is underſtood by all the Troquors, who reach | 

near 400 Miles beyond Albany. The 80- 
ciety applied to him for any proper Papers 
wrote in that Language, which he might 
have. He acquainted the Society, that he 
had tranſlated into Indian the Morning and 
Evening Prayer of our Liturgy, the whole
